A/fall drive through eastern Wisco nsin and upper Michiganwith receiver and SCA adapter pro- 
vided much of the regional information in this month's.column, One of the surprises of the tripwas 
hearing the one-watt W288AA 105.5 Iron Mountain: MI (WRVM 102.7 Suring WI translator) at 33 mi, 
with clear (near-primary) quality reception at 12 miles. Bettercoverage than I've ever heard'from 
any 10-watt educational station, or even the 10-watt W269AA 101. 7Grand Rapids MN (copied only 
up to 20 miles). W288AA must either have its transmitting antenna extremely high, or else they 
are fudging mightly on that one watt (like 100 watts ?). Of course, I was fudging somewhat myself, 
using the Antennacraft/AFM auto FM amplifier, which gives'a mighty boost to mobile FM reception 
in the hinterland, but which must be'disconnected near town because of local’station overload. FM 
translator W269AA does carry: local commercials (a 30" blurb at :40 each hour) of its own, with 
lone activation at KEZZ 94.3 Aitkin for this automated break-away, legal under FCC rules. Said 
tranalator thus nets its owner a reported $750 profit monthly. 

LittleKLCC *90.3 Eugene OR collected $11,000 in a marathon to provide more power and a 
greater outreach, but a WIFDA’ member from Bend OR says "'they already have'a good signal here, 
1 just do not think it is going'to make any major difference for them."

M-F. They sign on 
now at 8a. m. and run until 8 some nights; 9 other nights, silent on weekends. 

WRIU *91.1 Kingston RI is fighting a petition that seeks to deny it an increase in power filed 
by WTEV" TV" New Bedford MA. WRIU filed for an increase from 10 to 3000 watts; the WRIU 
manager claims WTEV has filed nine similar complaints in the past against Rhode Island (and MA) 
stations and has lost every case, Such problems the FCC sees as ones of receiver design and not 
the radio station's fault, WBXL *90.5 Baldwinsville NY on 9 am to 5 pm during the school week, 

So-called "quad broadcasting is assailed by the FCC, which denied permission to an FM sta- 
tion to use the Sansui quad enhancer for stereophonic discs, saying matrixing can only be done 
when a station is playing special four-channel encoded records or tapes. WIQB 102.9 Ann Arbor 
MI thus was one of the first FM stations to take out its pseudo-quad equipment in the wake of this 
ruling, I will continue to not publicize so-called quad broadcasting, since this latest action only 
proves what I have believed right along—that most matrixing is not true quad. In fact, the FCC 
found out that when the Sansui matrixing equipment was in use a station lost much of its stereo 
separation, thus affecting people having two-channel stereo FM receiving equipment.

From ¢lub headquarters comes rejoicing over WVVX-FM 103.1 Highland Park IL adding 
Deerfield to its official identifications, "especially since it is a great progressive rock station— 
6a, m. on, They are not stereo (unfortunately) but have limited commercials with good pro- 
gressive music segued into 15-25 minute blocks, WVVX-FM is one of only three such stations in 
the entire area (WJKL Elgin is fulltime progressive, WXRT Chicago, evening only). It is a good 
example of one problem with your FM Atlas. A person trying to find a progressive rock station 
could never do itbecause you group progressive rockers with bubble gum rockers, oldie-but-goo- 
die rockers and garbage (pop-rock) stations and there is a tremendous difference." Which brings 
me to ANNOUNCE: I am gonna list all progressive rock stations (using the abbreviation in the 
program: format column of "p"). When you are writing anyway tome, why not jot down the p- 
rock stations you regularly hear and send the information in? Defining what exactly is p-rock 
might be a problem (especially to my ears, which are not exactly tuned to rock), but I'l! leave that 
to you for the moment.

I wonder if the other dates noted were aurora~induced Es, as no other more 
southerly locations were heard from then. In more usual Es, southern locations report 
the better activity. In tropo DX, OXers in Oklahoma and Kensas caught some worthwhile 
distance on 31 Aug/3 Sep. Dave Pomeroy and Bob Cooper's reports were in last month's 
columm and Richard Allen's in this issue. Richard's most-distant was at the same time 
as Bob's most-distant noted, on 3 Sep at 0500 CST. Richard then noted WAKR-23 Ohio at 
910 miles, as did Bob with WAKR-23, and WFHJ-21 from Ohio at 975miles.

KDKA'S PERRY MARSHALL WASN'T EXPECTING A DISCUSSION OF TV-DX by Clarke Ingram 


AT APPROXIMATELY 3:20.A.M. on the morning of April 11, 1975,.a discus- 
sion of television on 50,000-watt KDKA-1020's all-night talk show evolved in- 
to a reference to a reception of KMOX-TV froma far disrant site. "I think 
it's called ‘ionization of the atmosphere’ ,". remarked the caller. "That's 
weird," commented host Perry Marshall. At 3:54 A.M. your inspired Scoreboard 
editor finally broke through,a mass of callers, and the following transpired. 


PERRY: It's six minutes to four. (Answering phone) Good morning, this is 
Perry. 

CLARKE: Hi, Perry, how are you? 

PERRY: Hi, good. 

CLARKE: There was a guy who called in about twenty minutes ago who was 
talking about getting distant TV stations, you know, off the 


atmosphere... 
PERRY: Yeah, right. 
CLARKE: .,.and this inspired'me, at the ungodly hour of four A.M., to call 


you and tell you that---believe it or not---there is an organization 
dedicated to receiving these kinds of signals. Strangely enough, 

PERRY: How can you be dedicated to doing that? 

CLARKE: It's easy. You sit up at four A.M. and watch your television set. 

(Laughs) 

...watching the snow. 

PERRY: Yeah, but how do you know what ‘channel? 

: Uh...1'll explain,

CLARKE: ‘The organization is called the Worldwide TV-FM DX Association, and 
I'd better make an explanation here that any type of signals you 
receive like this; distant, is called DX...

When this happens, the TV signal or the FM signal bounces off it, 
and reflects back down onto the earth---somewhere else. 

PERRY: Uh-huh. 

CLARKE: And this happens a lot more than you'd think. What happens is, in 
this case, you have to sort of turn to the lower channels, you know, 
because that's where it happens first, and it builds up.:And this 
does happen quite a bit, more than you'd think. See, that's just 
one way it happens. Buts..how do you-know-what channel? It's. 
well, you start low, on channel 2, and it usually doesn't happet 
there too often because KDKA is pretty strong. 

PERRY: Right. 

CLARKE: It won't break through there, so you tune up to channel 3, and, you 
know, whatever comes through you watch. Now what am I doing at four 
A.M., because this doesn't happen much at four A.M.? Let me explain 
for a minute. 

PERRY: What do you mean, it doesn’t happen at four A.M.? 

CLARKE: It does not usually---this kind of thing usually doesn't happen at 
four A.M.. There's another kind that does. It's. called meteor scat,- 
ter. What happens is, these meteors come down through the atmos- 
phere and do the same thing, okay?

Verification Request. As in reports to other stations, request a verification if 
the information you supply is correct. Of course, you know it's correct, but it 
sounds better to say it this way. It's best to include a statement that your report 
doesn't violate the 1934 Communications Act, and that the verification won't be used 
for legal or comercial purposes. Without these assurances, many stations won't veri- 
fy a correct report, especially if agency personnel are unfamiliar with DXing. 

If you're sending a tentative report, mike sure you say so, and explain why you 
think it’was the station--town names, highway numbers, partial callsign, etc. 


Addresses. If you don't know the exact address for mailing your reports, it's best 
to send them to Radio Communications Supervisor, Agency, Location. Remember to en- 
Close return postage--either a stamp or a self-addressed, stamped envelope. Ninety- 
nine per cent of the time, this will get your report to the right person, 


How To Increase Your Returns. Now that you have an idea of what to put in your re- 
port, what else can you do to keep those QSL's rolling in? 


First, you can include an information sheet explaining UHF/VHF DXing and veri- 
fications with each report. These sheets are most useful when reporting to smal] 
eanicieal dnd county agencies that don't get many reports, and aren't familiar with 

‘ing. 

Stamped, self-addressed prepared QSL cards are 2 must for good returns. You 
i11 in all known information and include the card with your report; an agency rep- 
resentative fills in missing information, signs the card and drops it in the mail. 


These prepared cards can be as plain or fancy as desired, but should contain 
the basic information shown on the example below:
